Cancer the Cause 


of Many Iowa Deaths 


DES MOINES, la., March 19.— 


Cancer 
and 
malignant tumors 


claimed more lives in Iowa in 1923 
than any other disease, according to 
statistics given by the state depart- 
ment of health here. 
A slight ^in- 


crease in these diseases were regis- 
tered last year over the preceding 
year the records show. 


In 1923 the ravages of this disease 


claimed 
2,367 lives as compared 


with 3,147 in 1922. Deaths from all 
causes numbered 25,233 in 1923 as 
against 24,065 in 1922. 


Persons who for various reasons 


decided upon suicide in preference, 
to natural death and who were their 
own judges numbered 325 in 1923 as 
compared with 122 the preceding 
year, or an increase of 103. 


Death by firearms seems to hare 


been the preference of individuals 
in such cases as the records show 
that 124 persons ended their lives in 
this 
manner as against 
104 who 


chose death by hanging, 72. poison, 
14 by inhaling gas, 6 by cutting, and 
5 chose to drown. During the past 
year there were 36 deaths by homi- 
cide and 1,088 attributed to senility 
or old age. 


Railroad crossing auto accidents 


increased slightly over 1922. Deaths 
at crossing according to the records 
totalled 
146 in 1923 as compared 


with 137 in 1922. The Iowa legisla- 
ture now in session recently passed 
a bill which it is expected will re- 
sult 
in fewer deaths at railroad 


crossings in the future. The bill re- 
quires better road markings, not only 
at crossings, but on hikhways in gen- 
eral. Deaths by auto accidents, in- 
volving the elements of speed, care- 
less driving, and mishaps of a purely 
accidental nature, numbered 229 in 
1923 
as compared with 187 in 1922. 


The records also disclose that in 


this state, the embfcm of which has 
been the "horn of plenty" at large 
fair 
expositions, there 
were two 


deaths in 1923 by starvation.

A bill is now 
pending before the house, in favor of 
the carriers and it is -expected that 
it will pass and an allowance of about 


j J500 per year for expenses will be 
credited to each carrier on routes of 
over 25 miles.

Dillard 
Davis, janitor of the building where 
the woman was murdered, said the 
brother had attacked Mrs. Wilkins 
during a quarrel recently and beat 
her severely. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo . March 19.—

wealthy men,

home here, was believed to have pos- 
sessed, was sought by authorities to- 
day as a possible clew to the mur- 
der. 


Dr. Wlikins, married sir times, 


was declared by friends to have ob- 
tained large sums of money from her 
various husbands.

When she was divorced by Thomas 


W. Cunningham, wealthy banker of 
Joplin, she had more than $300,000 
worth of stock in his bank which he 
had given her. She was believed to 
have obtained other large sums from 
Cunningham as well as money and 
securities from her other husbands. 


Examination of the room in which 


her body was found disclosed a pile 
of ashes which authorities believe 
resulted from burning of what the 
murderer believed to be the woman's 
will and other papers. 


The house had been ransacked, ap- 


parently not by an ordinary burglar, 
as valuable jewelry and clothing had 
been left untouched. 


Contents of strong boxes, chests 


and drawers had 
been 
scattered 


ihruout the house. 


Dr. Wilkins, despite 
her many 


matrimonial ventures was only thir- 
ty-eight years old and retained much 
of her beauty 
and 
vivaciousness 


which won for her the admiration of 
many men. . 


Physicians believed she had been 


slain Saturday night. Her head had 
been crushed and her throat cut with 
a rusty pocket knife. The body was 
discovered by a boy who peaked in a 
window of the room where the mur- 
der was committed. The body was 
fully clothed. 


The woman was a graduate of a 


chiropractic school 
and had prac- 


ticed her profession at her home un- 
der the name of "Dr. A. F. Blanch- 
ard." There was considerable mys- 
tery about her clientele.

Until recently she retained a Jap-

PSYCHOLOGY— II. The Nervous System. 


X/'ESTERDAY we compared the nerrou* system to a telephone system 
I We said that when a sense organ was stimulated the muscles re- 


sponded and that the connection was made through a nerve centre 


ThU "nerve centre" we compared to "a central" in tb« telephone system 


Where are these nerve centres in the nervous system? They are in 


the brain and spinal cord. The brain is in the skull, and the spinal cord 
extends down through a tube in the middle of tb« backbone. 
The brain 


may b« divided Into many parts, but we »b*ll consider here the cerebrum 
the cerebellum and the brain stem. The brain stem is a continuation of 
the spinal cord. We mentioned that reflexes were very simple reaction* 
It is the brain stem «nd spinal cord where the reflex and lower centres 
are. The "higher centres" are located in the cerebellum and especially 
in th« cerebrum. The sensory nerves lead to the spinel cord and brain 
stem and the motor nerves run away from the spinal cord and brain stem 
Interconnecting strands run between the cord and brain stem to the cere- 
brum and cerebellum. The "higher centres" are in the cerebrum and cero- 
bel'um ; the "lower centres" are in the spinal cord and brain stem. 


The whole nervous system is made up of neurones. Each neurone 1* 


a nerve cell and «H its branches. A nerve cell is so small that one has to 
use a. microscope to see it. Some of its branches are short, while others 
are long, eveu several inches or feet sometimes. Wtien one of these long 
branches (*ion) terminates it broadens out or has a bunch of very fin» 
ends. The short branches (dendrites) are those which receive and pick np 
messages. The long branches with the tuft of fine ends give off messages 
Thns we may think of the billions of neurones in pur nervous system 
The long branches (axons) of one neurone will be very, very near ths 
shojt 'branches (<3endrite«) of another neurone. 
They do not grow to- 


gether. These neurone* are distinct, but the junction between them i3 
called a lynapne. If one of two nearby neurones is active It may arous" 
another. It is a, very interesting fact and one which you should remember 
that this communication is in one direction only. It is the short braGch«s 
which receive and it is the long thin threads which terminate in littl* 
branches which give off messages. 


We mentioned that the pupil of your eye would grow smaller if » 


bright light were brought near it. Let us trace what really happens in th- 
t«rms which we have just given. Th« bright light starts a nerve curren* 
in the long thin branches of the optic nerve. The long thin branches go to 
the brain stem. At the end of these azons there is an end brush or break- 
ing, up into still finer branches. Another neurone with its dendrites pickr 
np the message. It is by the long branches of a motor nerve cell that tb- 
'current" "is carried and. the muscle of the pupil of the eyes contract? 
This is a very siinple reaction. In most cases, perhaps all, there woul'' 
b« three kinds of neurones — the sensory, the motor and the central neurone 
which is between the sensory and motor neurones. We know how nece1* 
sary it is to co-ordinate or secure "team work" on th« part of the 
These central neurones are supposed to facilitate this co-ordination. 


Stimuli which arouse reactions usually come from without, but 


times, as in the case of hunger, they come from within. A stimulus is 
necessary to secure a response.

HONOR PRESIDENT , ELIOT 


Former Head of Harvard, at 


Ninety, Is Still as Alert as When 


He Resigned in 1909. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 19.— 


A little old man, honored and be- 
loved by the nation, in fact, by the 
world, will celebrate his ninetieth 
birthday tomorrow. 


Charles William Eliot, president 


emeritus of Harvard university, and 
the guiding hand of that famed insti- 
tution of learning for forty years, 
will tomorrow enter upon the ninth 
decade of his lifetime; will reach a 
point in life that few men attain. 
Aud yet, at ninety, Eliot refuses to 
look back. His interest is ever for 
the future. 
Today, Dr. Eliot is physically as 


active and as mentally alert as he 
was in 1909, when he, retired 
from 


the presidency ot Harvard. 
That 


such should be the case is a ques- 
tion that relatives and friends have 
been called upon often to explain, 
and they admittedly cannot. 


When Eliot retired 
from active 


participation 
in 
Harvard 
affairs, 


President Taft offered him the post 
of ambassador to the 
court ot St. 


James, but Eliot refused. "I want 
to .spend the evening of life is the 
serenity that is obtained only thru 
freedom 
from 
responsibility," he 


said. But in the ligbt of all he has, 
done during the past fifeten jears, 
in making his influence ielt both by 
wilting and speaking on all topics 
of the day, it cannot be said he has 
spent those yeais as a retired man 
usually does. 
Au example of his way of doing 


things-is well illustrated in the cur- 
^e'nt number 
of a well-known mag 


azine. During the height of the con- 
"Iroversy between modernism and . 
fundamentalism in religion, Dr. Eliot 
made no comment, altho he was be- 
seeched by many to make some 
statement. However, now that the" 
open hostility between the two fac- 
tions has simmered down somewhat. 
Dr. Eliot comes forth and in an ar- 
ticle explains what, in his opinion, 
is going to take place in the religious 
world, especially in America. 
" There is nothing in the article to 
tell that the writer is ninety years 
of age, but it so happened that in 
ihat same publication, La Baron Rus- 
sell Briggs, dean of the 
Harvard 


graduate school and a friend of 
Eliot for many years, says of him: 
"\t ninety he still strikes with un- 
compromising truthfulness and cour- 
age for every great cause in America 
or out of it; and his voice, whether 
recognized as his or not, is beard 
tl-ruout the world." 
Today Dr. Eliot maintains a secre- 


tary and several stenographers. 
It 


is "aid that his personal correspond- 
ence is greater than that received by 
any man of his age, and the letters 
come from persons in all walks of 
life, ranging from the president of 
the'United States to a student seek- 
ing aid in solving his own particular 
problems.

CHAPTER XXIV. 


Where Big Cuts Might Be Made. 
Henry C. Adams was a great 


American. 
Ho became ai>sociated 


with the Univerbity of Michigan in 
1880. 
For forty years he was one 


of the leading writers on finance in 
the United States. 
He wrote a 


famous work called "The Science of 
Finance." 


In this book Mr. Adams divided 


the basic functions of government 
into three groups: 
First, the protective function, in- 


cluding a tax from without and with- 
in and the safeguarding of health. 


Second, the commercial function, | 


including all self-supporting enter- 
prises, such as the postoffice. 


Third, the 
development of func- 


tion, "which springs from a desire on 
the part of society to attain higher 
forms of life" and includes all scien- 
tific research, education and control 
of resources and the collection and 
spread of knowledge. 


Public v, elfare, in the finest sense 


then, demands the maintenance of 
all three of these functions,,with a 
particular regard for a well selected 
relationship between each. How im- 
portant these three functions have 
become in the life of a nation may be 
largely judged by the amount of 
money spent tor each of them. 


Dr. Edward B. Rosa was another 


high-minded American. He was as- 
sociated for many years with the 
famous bureau of standards in Wash- 
ington. In 1921 he made a ery ela- 
borate independent analysis of gov- 
ernment receipts and expenditures 
from 1910 to 1920 inclusive. He had 
a large competent staff under him. 
For many months he worked putting 
together the figures. Then he pub- 
lished bis report. It is unquestion- 
ably the most 
comprehensive and 


mcst intelligent survey 
from 
the 


plain citizen's viewpoint of govern- 
ment finances which was ever un- 
dertaken. He attempted to put to- 
gether into figures Henry 
Adams' 


general outline. His analysis stop- 
ped with the fiscal year which end- 
ed June 30, 1920. Unfortunately for 
America Dr. Rosa died shortly after 
his report was issued. 


Figures Brought Down to Date. 
But the figures based on Dr. 


Rosa's plan nave been continued by 
certain well knwon experts, up to 
and including the fiscal year 1923. 
I have before me the essential fig- 
ures under such a classification from. 
July 1, 1909 to June 30; 1923. 
Dr. 


Rosa's analysis shows that the ex- 
penditures of the government did 
not greatly change from 1910 to 1915. 
In 1910 they were 640 million dollars 
net, and in 1915 were 680 millions. 
The net debt remained at about one 
billion dollars during the period. 


If we take two normal pre-war 


years, such as 1915 and 1916, and 
seven abnormal war and post-war 
jears, 1917 
to 
1923 inclusive, we 


find seven amazing revelations: 


First, in the pre-war years, 1915 


and 19M, the protective function 
(military expenses) took two-thirds 
of all government expenditures; the 
commercial 
function 
(primary ex- 


penses) took thirty per cent; while 
the development function (research, 
science and educational) took only 
four per cent of the total amount 
spent. 


Second, in the war years, 1917 to 


1922, the protective function account- 
ed for ninety-three per cent of the 
total expenses of the United States 
government; the commercial 
func- 


tion six per cent, while the deyelop- 


nieut function had to 
be satisfied 


wiht one per cent. Eighty-three 
cents out of every government ?1 
spent Irom 1917 to 1923 inclushe 
went into the great war. 


Third, tin? cash cost ot the great 


war to July 1, iaf"2«J, wab $31,650,697V 
000 
This does not Include sinking 


fund payments, unsettled claims, and 
other accrued liabilities. 


Fourth, in 192?. 
the 
great war 


costs weie $2,000,000,000 out of total 
expenditures of about $3,500,000,000. 
This Is about the annual burden the 
people of the United States will have 
to meet for many years to come over 
and above normal military expenses, 
and all civil expenses. Interest pay- 
ments will diminish but as we have 
already seen in our chapter on pen- 
sions, pensions will tend to grow 
perhaps even faster than interest 
decreases. 


Fifth, revenue 
from 
taxes 
has 


more than paid all the expenses of 
the United States government from 
1920 to 1923 inclusive—a surplus of 
over three billion having been piled 
up during this period. 
But even 


with this surplus, about twelve bil- 
lions of deficit covered by borrow- 
ings still remains to be met. 
This 


deficit plus ten billions of principal 
loaned to tHe allies during and after 
the war over and above this, gives 
us approximately twenty-two billions 
of dollars, or about the total on June 
30, 1923, of the public debt of- the 
United States. On March 1, 1924, 
the public debt stood at $21,781,336,- 
000. 


Sixth, the annual cost of the gov- 


ernment now is about three and' one- 
half billions of dollars, where in 
1916 it was seven hundred millions— 
five times as great today as then. 


Seventh, the 
outgo for public 


works continues at a high figure, de- 
spite the war burden that the Ameri- 
can people are now laboring under. 


Let us bring the figures right up 


to 1924. The actual expenses are 
following very closely the estimates 
of the bureau of the budget. 
For 


the year ending June 30, 1924, ac- 
cording to the official report of the 
director of the budget, military ex- 
penses are expected to take 38.8 
cents out of every $1 spent by the 
government; the public debt charges 
will take another 40.8 cents. 
To- 


gether these two items require 79.8 
of each dollar spent during this pres- 
ent year by the government. If we 
put "all the other activities of the 
government together we find that 
they will cost the American people 
just 20.4 cents. 


Now manifestly if we are to cut 


expenditures in the federal govern- 
ment, we must attack the place 
where the expenditures are large. In 
other words, we must attack these 
items which total 80 per cent. 
We 


need not give so much attention to 
those others which take 20 per cent. 


Employees Increase 110,000. 


Yes, it is true that the total num- 


ber of federal government employes 
(army and navy not included) has 
grown from 438,057 in June, 1916, to 


548,531 on the same date in 1923; 
that is an increase of about 110,000 
people. 


Now where does this Increase 


come in? Just four departments. 
The growing postoffice department 
took 33,000 of the Increase; tho vet- 
erans' bureau 28.000; the treasury 
department about 25.000; the war de- 
partment over 13,500, navy over 
7,000; all together they absorb more 
than the total increase. 
Some de- 


partments decreased. 
Mark 
>ou, 


these are federal civil employes, the 
boldlers and sailors of the United 
States are uot iucludpd in 'his list. 


We have heard during he past 


tew years a great deal about the 
government doing too many tnings 
and Ihat the expenses were piling 
up because of these various iiew de- 
velopments. It later developed that 
the government was meddling too 
much in business. 
These 
figures 


will show jur,t where the 
govern- 


ment's activities have concentrated. 


There is only one business that 


the government is middling in too 
much and with disastrous result, and 
that is the business of war. 
The 


modern Industrial plant is so organ- 
ized today that there is no such 
thing as a victor or a vanquished 
in modern warfare. There used to 
be, but not now. 
Europe today 


proves this. 


Yet we are continuing to spend 


billions and more billions in a -vain 
effort to protect ourselves in exactly 
the same way that the European na- 
tions protected themselves prior to 
1914. 


"If the army and the navy men 


of the United States had their way, 
every man in America would be in 
the army and the navy," declared a 
very high official to me recently. 


Says Saving Lies in War Funds. 
Now take the army. It is larger 


now than it was before the war, and 
yet all Europe is bankrupt. 
What 


are we preparing for? Surely not 
for participation in another Euro- 
pean war. Is it to arm our Canadian 
frontier? We have needed no armies, 
there for 110 years. Are we going 
to commence now? No! Well, then 
possibly Mexico. 
One cabinet offi- 


cer told me we 
could "clean up 


Mexico with 75,000 men if it be 


catm» necessary. But we have in- 
creased our army trom a total of 
212,000 meu in 1913 to 371,000 men 
in this year of Christian civilization, 
1924. 
So If we decide to become a 


warring people, and "clean up" Mex- 
ico, wo have over five times as many 
men in tho army and navy as we 
need. 


Walter Brown says we may be 


able by efficiency and economy and 
reorgauzlation of government busi- 
ness to save one half of one per cent 
of the total annual 
expenditures. 


That is 18 million dollars a year — 
what we nio .spending on tho army 
ami the na%y every ten days. 


Hoover says we are bpeiidmg all 


too little on development aud con- 
structive work. 
In 
this Hoover 


agrees with Henry C. Adam but the 
lecord shows we have been spend- 
mg for the past ten years for mili- 
tary activities lei times as much as 
we have spent on the constructive 
work of the government. 


In a word, the government is too 


much in the business of war, and 
ido little in the business of peace, 
and considering our pacific isolation, 


Relief from federal taxes will not 


come from cutting the salaries of 
government employes down from say 
$2,000 a year to $1,500 a year; nor 
.will it come from discharging from 
the government service a few thou- 
sand government clerks and 
em- 


ployes. It will not come by reor- 
ganizing the government bureaus, 
nor by reducing relatively the great 
bcientific and research departments 
such as we have been doing during 
the past ten hysterical years. 


Calls Arms Aims the Crux. 


When they know that Air. Average 


this applies to no government in the 
world any more than it does to ours, 
view as well) 


The expense of the federal-govern- 


ment can be reduced only when the 
American people seriously ittack the 
whole public policy of military pre- 
paredness. When the American peo- 
ple reafize the significance of war in 
relation to the bread and butter of 
every day life. When they know, so 
that no one can confuse them, that 
modern warfare is not only individ- 
ual but national 
suicide (I mean 


from 
not 
only 
the physical and 


nioraj. but the economic 
point 
of 


man pays the titanic expenses inci- 
dent to any modern war only by 
pulling in his belt and lowering his 
standard of living and the standard 
of living of the whole country until 
the war debt is paid. 


In a word, when tho long suffering 


aud discouraged taxpayer In Amer- 
ica attacks the 'Whole stupid policy 
of national defense, as we now un- 
derstand it. and substitutes for it the 
spirit of friendly co-operation in pur- 
suing the arts of peace, the -on- 
Ktructive function of the government, 
then real relief will be at hand.

court house on the 
block 


bounded by M, N. Fifteenth and Six- 
teenth streets. He could .see young 
people going to and from' the court 
house with books under arms. For 
in the dream, the substantial stone 
structure had been turned into an 
industrial high school. 


For months and months, the mayor 


kept the dream to himself. It seemed 
a bit impossible to begin with. But 
with the coming and passing ot time, 
it has assumed the garb of practic- 
ability. A few days ago, the mayor 
whispered it to Secretary Whitteu of 
the 
chamber of commerce. 
Mr. 


Whitten pronounced it great and said 
he would take it up with the city 
planning sub-division. The mayor 
doesn't urge the trade in order that 
the county may get the best of the 
school board or that the board may 
get the better of the county. HP. 
urges as a benefit to all parties con- 
cerned and as a boon to the city and 
the entire community. 


His plan involves

street broadway leading to the capi- 
tol of two buildings probably to cost 
upwards of three-fourths of a million.

Mr. Cowgill 
forwarded the communication to the 
mayor with request that policemen 
be ordered to tighten the clamps. 


The mayor cites the 
ordinance 


which specifically provides that en- 
forcement is clearly the duty of the 
sidewalk inspector. This is the stand 
taken by Deputy City Attorney 
Wilke on a number of occasions. He 
holds that the 
building inspector 


should come in and ask for a com- 
plaint. If an ordinance pertaining 
to the health of the community isv 
violated, that department flies com- 
plaint. In the opinion of the attorney, 
if a sidewalk ordinance section is 
violated, the inspector should com- 
plain and appear as prosecuting wit- 
ness. 


One section relative to snow and 


other obstructions on the walk, pro- 
vides as follows: 


"In case of non-compliance with 


the provisions of this section, the 
sidewalk inspector may have the 
walks cleaned, and report the cost 
to the city council which cost shall 
be assessed against the property.'.' 


If the above procedure is not fol- 


lowed, the alternative is to file com- 
plaint and cause arrest and trial.

CHAPTER XXIII. 


Why President Wilton Old Not Rec- 


ommend War in 1915 and 1916— 


..How Neutrality Helped the Allies. 


The general public did not know 


that Mr. Wilson 
was BO set upon 


making a move for peace during the 
summer ot 1916 that 
be actually 


framed peace proposals. He was dis- 
suaded from making a peace offer, 
however, because of the belief that 
such a step might be considered as 
political—it might be interpreted it 
seemed as a gesture Intended to Im- 
prove his own chances tor re-election 
ana It might be construed abroad as 
without serious purpose because of 
the criticism certain to issue irom 
political opponents. 


So Mr. Wilson delayed his peace 


move until atter the campaign and 
sent the .note "after he had been 
elected, November, 1916, in the hope 
that his position would carry even 
greater weight because of a triumph 
at the polls. 


But it was peace Mr. Wilson was 


thinking about 
in December, 1916, 


and January, 1917. When it became 
evident however that the fortunes of' 
war were turning against the allies, 
that the Germans weie planning a 
big drive, that the extremists In Ger- 
many were gaining the upper hand 
and that submarine warfare without 
restraint was to be sanctioned—then 
did Mr. Wilson begin to resign him- 
self to the inevitable. There was a 
tune in the early days of 1917 when 
he thought that the dismissal of the 
German ambassador would be suffi- 
cient warning to Germany that the 
United States must not be offended 
by further depredations on the high 
seas and he called in the author one 
day to ask him if the activities of 
the German ambassador as noted by 
the newspapermen bad reached the. 
point Where they were compromising 
America's neutrality. 
It was true 


that the German ^ambassador con- 
ducted a propaganda, did all he could 
to influence American opinion In fa- 
vor of Germany, but the author told 
the president that he did not believe 
the German ambassador was doing 
any more than some of the other am- 
bassadors of the allied world in their 
efforts to influence American opin- 
ion during the presidential campaign. 


The German proclamation of unre- 


stricted submaiine wartare gave the 
United States ample justification not 
only for the dismissal of Count "von 
Bernstorff; the German ambassador, 
but the forthcoming declaration of 
war against the 
imperial German 


government. The tide of battle was 
going against the allies and again 
Mr. Wilson hoped that 
America 


might be able by the very fact of her 
entering the war to force peace at an 
early date. It was for this reason 
that the president gave himself over 
utterly to the persecution of the war 
recommending 
at the very outset 


universal conscription and the exten- 
sion of large loans, materials and 
supplies to the allies. 
By this he 


hoped to break 
down the German 


morale.

First, there was the time when 


Mr. Wilson believed the war would 
come to an early conclusion and that 
by a carefully balancing of diplo- 
matic notes against Germany on the 
one hand and the allies on the other 
hand the legal record of neutrality 
might be scrupulously kept. 


The second stage dates from the 


sinking of the Lusitauia and con- 
tinues thru several months during 
which sharp-toned notes were ex- 
changed with Germany with, refer- 
ence to submarine warfare. 


The third, the last period, was that 


.in which the United States hoped 
against hope , that America's entry 
into war would be unnecessary, but 
preparations were made by both the 
army and navy for the inevitable. 


It was early in 1916 when Mr. Wil- 


son realized that if he were to con- 
tinue to threaten Germany effec- 
tively he must make some signs, of 
war preparation. He 
called upon 


the secretary of the navy and the 
secretary of war to take inventory 
of the slate of the American fighting 
resources and congress passed a law 
creating a council of national de- 
fense. To Colonel Roosevelt's way 
of thinking, not enough preparation 
had been made, but when war did 
break it was apparent that all the 
suggestions made, including those of 
Mr. Roosevelt for an army twice or 
three times the size of the then 
existing force was only a drop in the 
bucket 
needed 
Among the opponents of Mr. Wilson 
who were far sighted and wanted 
him to prepare for war, not a single 
plan suggested provided for an army 
of even one-twentieth the size of 
that which1 was finally mobilized by 
the United States. 


The first epoch in the neutrality 


ended with the resignation of Sec- 
retary Bryan. Up to that time Mr. 
Wilson had given the impression 
that preparations for war on. the 
part of the United States to engage 
in the conflict, whereas the best as- 
surance of continued neutrality was 
the introduction of no unusual Items 
of the military or naval budget The 
so-called 
pacifist 
element 
was 


pleased with Mr. Wilson's state- 
ments made in December 1914. The 
commitments made by the president 
in that direction kept William Jen- 
nings Bryan in the cabinet as a 
warm supporter of M_r. Wilson's for- 
eign policy. The 
sinking 
of the 


Lusitania in May 1915 began to work 
a change in the president's mind. He 
knew that the war spirit had not yet 
been kindled in the United States 
and he was confirmed in that feeling 
by careful analysis of the editorials 
of newspapers large and small from 
coast to coast It is a. singular thing 
that while a few people on the east- 
ern seaboard were 
clamoring - for 


war, a careful examination of the 
editorials showed that out of 1,000 
compiled by telegraph In the three 
days after the Lusitania was sunk 
less than one-half dozen indicated a 
belief that war should be declared. 
Opinion was almost unanimous that 
the situation called for diplomacy 
and an effective expression of Amer- 
ican feeling, with the hint, of course, 
that if satisfaction could not be se- 
cured the American people would be 
behind the president 
in whatever 


course he should formulate.

Most of our prejudices are inherited There 


Is the cue that causes us to rejoice every time 
ivf g.-t a chance to swat the rich in the way 
of taxes. The old timers who gathered wealth 
were pretty rough about it and they cared \ery 
little for the poor people. They were the gov- 
ernment and didn't allow the downtrodden any 
»ay about how they should be governed. They 
inveated the king business and made it pay. 
Notice the difference now. Only a compara 
Uvely few of the wealthy get their money by 
force or fraud. Most of the rich people give 
away a large part of their income left after the 
government has taken from 20 to 58 per cent 
of it 
It Is what the ancient rich did to our 


fathers that we are mad about today. 


On« of the big mistakes of those who have 


been trying to Improve the public taste in read- 
Ing has been to pick out certain books and call 
them classics. This has been interpreted to 
mean that these are books that we must read. 
So many of us are constituted like the wash- 
woman of Ashland who testified that "No man 
can tell me what I have to do," and so we have 
passed most of them up. Besides which a lot 
of theee so-called classics are pretty dull stuff 
to the average mind. The fact Is that we need 
to apply to our reading the principle of the 
transformer used in taming electric cur- 
rent This steps the current up or down accord- 
tog to the needs of the particular person. What 
we need is an intellectual transformer to do 
iitepping up and down for our minds 


One thing we have always held against the 


Wstorimns of the ancient peoples. They always 
pretend "to have found evidence of a civiliza- 
tion much superior to anything that we have 
been able to think of since then It may have 
been exhibited in buildings or laws or social 
customs or government but it has always been 
much better than our imperfect perfection. All 
of which Is untrue. You do not need to delve 
Into the ancient ruins themselves to know this. 
People who lived^three thousand or ten thou- 
sand years ago were not as smart as the peo- 
ple' now living and who compose our present 
civilization, for the sole and only reason that 
the people now living have had just that many 
years the advantage of the ancients. Mankind 
must keep on climbing or—die. 


Probably the most mischievous doctrine ever 


taught in - connection with religion was that 
mankind was conceived in' original sin and

Tmd. It was easy to conceive how the notion 
toolc root, and how it would be nourished by 
those engaged in religious work. They were 
like the doctor whose sole medical ability lay 
in. his skill in curing people of fits; he always 
threw his patients into one. The early religion- 
ists, with an instinctive knowledge of modern 
psychology, realized that they could-the more 
easily gain converts by scaring them first. A

'The purity of the child mind and the fact that 
rthe vast majority of your neighbors have not 
been In police court 


It was James Anthony Froude who sounded 


this note of truth: "History is a voice forever 
sounding across the centuries the laws of right 
and wrong." It is, in fact, the best thing that 
history does. 
We have, always had with us 


smart fellows who thought they could safely 
employ Bhort cuts to get what they wanted, 
and whatever else history may be accused of, 
it has faithfully set down what has happened 
to .tbeae chaps. The eternal years belong to 
truth and right, and while in the melodrama 
of lit* it is not always apparent to us that the 
villain In the play always gets what is coming 
to ntn. that he does get it is to be seen in the 
cold records of the historian.
